Woman found beaten, bloody 
in street - husband charged 


A Belle Glade man is in jail 
today after allegedly beating 
his pregnant wife. 

Jose Genaro Barron, 25 of 
1108 West Canal Street South, 
Lot B-2 is charged with two 
counts of aggravated battery 
after an incident that happened 
last Friday evening about 6:30 
p.m. 

Police were called to the Bar- 
ron home by Maria Barron, 22, 
after she said her husband had 
beat her with his hands and 
fists earlier this same day. 

Lt. Jack Fulenwider said offi- 
cérs Claude Cosby and Barbara 
Akin saw bruises on the right 


side of Mrs. Barron's face. She 
told them she was two months 
pregnant. 

The officers « could not find Mr. 
Barron was taken to Glades 
General Hospital's emergency 
room and treated and released. 

The officers took Mrs. Barron 
back to her house so she could 
get some personal belongings 
and then Mrs. Barron went to a 
friend's home to stay until Mr. 
Barron could be located and 
arrested. 

Lt. Fulenwider said Mrs. Bar- 
ron went back to her house 
without police escort to retrieve 


some more personal items. 

A short time later, police offi- 
cers, checking on Mrs. Barron, 
fouñd her beaten and bloody in. , 
the street in front of her house. 

Mr. Barron has apparently 
been hiding inside the house 
waiting for her return, said Lt. 
Fulenwider. 

Mrs. Barron had a cut on the 
top of her head that required 
nine stitches to close. 

Police officers found Mr. Bar- 
ron hiding under a bed inside a 
friend's house and arrested 
him. He is currently being held 
in the Palm Beach County Jail 
in lieu of $10,000 bond.

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Business owners upset with police:

No accidents were reported in 
the Glades from fireworks over 
the Fourth of July weekend, 
but several businesses in South 
Bay are upset when police 
confiscated their fireworks on 
Friday evening. 

Four businesses, Gurley's, 
Swifty's BP, Shop N' Save Con- 
venience Store and Illusions 
Videos and Sound were raided 
by South Bay Police July 2. 

"We seized five big plastic 
garbage bags of fireworks," said 
Chief Roy Humston. 

All four businesses were 
found to be selling fireworks 
without a license. 

Nick Youses, employee and 
cashier at Gurley's, said they 
lost about $700 in confiscated 


} fireworks this year. He said the 


policétdepartment raided his 
store last year and he lost 
almost $5,000 in merchandise. 
"The guy who sold to us this 
year said we could sell these 
and we didn't need a license," 
he said. "I don't understand 
why they couldn't have just told 
us to take them off the shelves 
instead of taking them. The 
only thing the police depart- 
ment here is good about is com- 
ing and doing things like this.” 
Mr. Youses said he has had 
numerous break-ins over the 
past year and has lost about 
$100,000 in merchandise. 


"They come through the roof, 
the window and even dug 
through the floor,” he said. "The 
police never catch anyone, but 
they have time for this.” 

Illusions Video said officers 
took about $500 in fireworks 
from their_store. An employee 
said she felt they should have 
just given a warning and asked 
them to remove them from the 
shelves. She said all the fire- 


works there were legal, but - 


they didn' have a license. 

Paul Prescott, manager of 
Swifty's said he lost about $500 
in merchandise. 

"I'm trying to get the police to 
give them back so I can return 
them and get my money back," 
he said. 

Pahokee's Chief of Police, 
Carmen "Skeets" Salvatore said 
his officers did not check stores 
over the weekend for licensing 
or illegal fireworks. 

Michael Miller, Chief of 
Police in Belle Glade said they 
did check businesses in town. 

"We checked for legality, 
license and whether they were 
in compliance with federal reg- 
ulations concerning storage and 
handling," he said. 

"If they found illegal fire- 
works, they had them remove 
them from the shelves. We did- 
n't confiscate, so they could 
return them to the manufactur- 
er for refund," he added. 


'Four Glades residents 
chosen for alligator hunt 


Four Glades residents have 
been chosen to participate in 
the 1993 statewide alligator 
harvest beginning September 1. 

The Florida-Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission com- 
pleted the drawing recently. 
Five hundred participants, 
from a field of 7,380 applicants, 
were selected in a computerized 
random drawing June 15. 
Notices were sent to the partic- 
ipants the next day. 

Local people chosen included 
three men and one woman, 
Frank B. Davis, Jr..of Belle 
Glade, Sam W. Boyer of South 
Bay, William Hickson of South 
Bay and Tammy Mosley of 
Belle Glade. 

Hickson, Mosley and Boyer 
all received permits to hunt on 
the south end of Lake Okee- 
chobee and Davis will be hunt- 
ing alligators on the north side 
of the lake. 

This year's alligator harvest, 
whicli will take place at 33 
locations around the state, will 
be conducted in two phases, 
according to Fish and Game 
officials. The first phase is 


scheduled to take -place 
September 1-15. The second 
phase will be September 16-30. 

The Commission this year 
reduced the number of alliga- 
tors each participant may take 
from 15 to five. The reduced 
bag limit enabled the GFC to 
triple the number of hunters 
selected. Selected participants 
must purchase an alligator 
trapping license by July 15 or 
forfeit their permit to another 
applicant. 

Alternates will be randomly 
selected and notified during the 


week of July 19. All selected ' 


participants, including alter- 
nates, must attend one of 11 
training/orientation programs 
provided by the Commission 
from July 24 through August 
10. 

Like last year, permitted 
hunters are allowed to have up 
td three trapping agents to 
assist in the hunt, but agents 
are not allowed to hunt inde-, 
pendently of the selected appli- 
cant. They also must possess a 
$50 non-transferable trapping 
agent license.

According tc the Executive 
Director of CCHR, Tanya 
Bibeau, "There were more sui- 
cides attributed to Prozac 
before it reached the market 
than some drugs had when the 
FDA recalled them." 

Recently fhe FDA announced 
that just last.year they had 
removed an antibiotic from the 
market after three deaths were 
attributed té'it. Prozac has 840 
suicides associated with it, and 
it's still on the market. 

Just two weeks ago, CCHR 
released documents which con- 
tained information on three 
Prozac overdoses, one which 
resulted in death, a case of 
manic psychosis, and an unde- 
termined amount of seizures 
during clinical trials. 

Prozac, a member of a new 
class of anti-depressants, is pre- 
scribed for people suffering 
from depression”. The manufac- 
turer, Eli Lilly purports that 
Prozac handles depression; 
CCHR contends that the over- 
whelming evidence against 
Prozac shows that the drug 
only increases the propensity of 
the individual to experience a 
heightened depression, and in 
numerous instances, leads the 
person to commit suicide - a 
concern substantiated by the 
FDA Safety Review document.

Wading bird protection 


. The Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission is 
developing a statewide Wading 
Bird Protection Network in 

* response to significant popula- 
tion declines in certain wading 
bird populations since 1978. 

¡y The, network is designed to 

pinpoint the needs of the most 

important wading bird nesting 
sites and develop comprehen- 
sive management strategies to 
meet those needs, according to 

GFC Nongame Wildlife Biolo- 

gist Mark Robson who is based 

in West Palm Beach. 

"The available data on abun- 
dance suggests an overall 
decline in numbers of several 
wading bird species," Robson 
said."Comparisons between 
statewide surveys which took 
place between 1976-1978 and 
between 1986-1989, indicate 
real declines for several species, 
such as white ibis, wood storks 
and snowy egrets. 

"These estimates are based 
on the best available statewide 
data," Robson said. "However, 
it's difficult to compare changes 
over that long a time and our 
information may be incom- 
plete." ^ 

"Another trend indicated in 
the statewide surveys was the 


- 


colonies to fragment into 
numerous small ones," Robson 
said. "This may be contributing 
“to lower success during the 
breeding season." 

"The Florida Atlas of Breed- 
ing Sites for Herons and their 
Allies," published in 1991, lists 
14 wading birds species found 
in approximately 700 sites 
statewide. The Wading Bird 
Protection Network will study, 
protect and monitor the top 100 
wading bird sites, according to 
Robson. 

The top sites were selected 
using a criteria based on site 
longevity, numbers of birds pre- 
sent, numbers of species pre- 
sent, plus other biological fac- 
tors. 

GFC staff are taking a close 
look at each site as they devel- 
op "mini-management plans" 
customized to déal with each 
site's needs and special circum- 
stances. 

* "Our goals are to resurvey 

conditions at each site, deter- 

mine the location and extent of 

foraging habitat, provide man- 
agement guidelines, identify 
threats to the birds or the 
habitat and establish a protec- 
tion network," Robson said.

“Beginning in March, GFC 
nongame biologists will revisit 
the top 100 wading bird sites,” 
Robson said. "The survey will 
be conducted on the ground and 
from the air using fixed-wing 
aircraft and helicopters. The 
survey will provide biologists 
with a current biological profile 
of each site.” 

“The information assimilated 
for each colony site will be 
invaluable as commission staff 
develop a network of volun- 
teers, representatives of other 
agencies and private conserva- 
tion groups to carry out needed 
management and monitoring 
activities,” Robson said. 

"I don't want to bill the Wad- 
ing Bird Protection Network as 
a cure-all," Robson said. "Many 
of the problems that wading 
birds face are very complex. 
The declinés are the result of 
problems that are occurring 
over large geographical areas. 
The Everglades is a good exam- 
ple." 

"Our efforts in this project 
are going to be focused on iden- 
tifying and protecting individu- 
al nesting sites," Robson said. 
"It's an important first step, but 
there's a lot. more work that 
will be needed to be accom- 
plished before the problems are

Plans are in progress to 
extend HIPPY, the Home 
Instruction Program for 
Preschool Youngsters, into 
Palm County.

"Hippy is an internationally 
successful program to prepare 
pre-school children from disad- 
vantaged families with the 
basic skills for academics Suc- 
cess," according to Barbara 
Kaplan of north Palm Beach 
HIPPY advisory committee.

The Florida Panther Intera- 
gency Committee voted Tues- 
day to approve development of 
a new plan to restore the genet- 
ic health of Florida panthers.

The committee's technical 
subcommittee recommended 
the project, saying it reflects 
the latest scientific conclusions 
about the genetics of all cougar 
subspecies across North Ameri- 


“All mountain lions are of the 
same species, i 
and their genetic characteris- 
tics are virtually identical," 
said Tom Logan, chief of 
wildlife research for the Game 
and Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion. "Two or three hundred 
years ago genetic material was 


commonly exchanged through- 
out the species across North 
America, because all popula- 
tions were connected in some 
matter." 

However, Logan, who is 
chairman of the technical sub- 
committee, said the Florida 
population became geographi- 
cally isolated from western pop- 
ulations as mountain lions died 
out in the eastern United 
States. 

Notonly were they genetical- 
ly isolated; in-breeding began 
in the smaller population, caus- 
ing genetic variation to decline. 
Health problems such as heart 
defects and reproductive disor- 
ders increased. These factors, 
in conjunction with habitat 
loss, have been the primary 
mechanisms driving the Flori- 
da panther toward extinction.
